BIOGRAPHIES 


Lola  Pashalinski  is  a  founding  member  of  The  Ridiculous  Theatrical  Company  with 
Charles  Ludlam.  She  received  two  Obie  Awards  for  her  work  with  the  company  in  Ludlam's 
Corn  (1972)  and  Der  Ring  Gott  Farblonjet  (1977).  Since  leaving  the  company  in  1980, 
Pashalinski  has  worked  as  a  performer  with  many  leading  directors,  including  Lee  Breuer 
in  The  Tempest  at  the  New  York  Shakespeare  Festival(NYSF)/Public  Theater  and  in  the 
gender-reversed  production  Lear  at  the  Tribeca  Theater;  Richard  Foreman  in  his  plays 
Egyptology  and  Film  is  Evil,  Radio  is  Good  at  the  Public  Theater;  JoAnne  Akalaitis 
in  The  Photographer  at  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music's  Next  Wave  Festival  and  The 
Screens  at  The  Guthrie  Theater;  Anne  Bogart  in  The  Women  at  Hartford  Stage 
Company;  David  Gordon  in  The  Mysteries.. .And  What's  So  Funny,  Punch  and 
Judy  Get  Divorced,  and  The  Firebugs;  Neil  Bartlett  in  Twelfth  Night  at  the 
Goodman  Theatre;  and  most  recently  Brian  Kulick  in  A  Dybbuk,  adapted  by  Tony 
Kushner  for  the  NYSF.  She  has  performed  in  theaters  throughout  the  country  including 
New  York  Theatre  Workshop,  Playwrights  Horizons,  Lincoln  Center  Theater,  Vineyard 
Theatre,  Yale  Repertory  Theatre,  The  Wilma  Theater,  and  Pittsburgh  Public  Theater. 
Pashalinski  has  also  appeared  in  films  and  on  television,  including  Mary  Harron's  /  Shot 
Andy  Warhol  and  Peter  Sellar's  The  Cabinet  of  Dr.  Ramirez. 


Linda  Chapman  last  appeared  as  a  performer  in  The  Wooster  Group's  BRACE  UP!. 
She  was  an  associate  member  of  the  Group,  serving  as  managing  director  and  program 
director  for  The  Performing  Garage  Visiting  Artists  Series.  Chapman  is  the  founding 
artistic  director  of  Sang-Froid,  Ltd.,  for  whom  she  has  directed  the  musical  theater  work 
The  Opium  War  by  Ana  Maria  Simo  and  Zeena  Parkins  as  well  as  The  Georg  and 
Lola  Show  and  Gertrude  and  Virgil,  both  with  Lola  Pashalinski  and  the  late  Georg 
Osterman.  Other  directing  credits  include  Osterman's  play  No  Damn  Good  at  HOME 
and  his  musical  Don't  Remind  Me  at  La  Mama  E.TC.  Under  the  auspices  of  Sang-Froid, 
Chapman  was  one  of  the  founding  producers  of  Dyke  TV  and  DTV  Productions,  a  grass- 
roots cable  television  program  and  media  center  for  the  lesbian  community.  She  is  the 
associate  artistic  director  of  New  York  Theatre  Workshop,  where  she  co-directed  The 
Rez  Sisters,  and  directed  numerous  readings  and  workshops. 

Sang-Froid  Ltd.  is  a  not-for-profit  organization,  now  in  its  seventh  season,  with  the 
mission  to  create,  produce,  perform,  and  arrange  for  the  production  of  cross-cultural  and 
interdisciplinary  artistic  collaborations,  including  live  performance  in  theatrical  and 
musical  forms,  film,  video,  and  other  media.  Sang-Froid,  Ltd.  and  The  Foundry  Theatre 
(Melanie  Joseph,  artistic  director)  are  co-producing  a  full  production  of  Gertrude  and 
Alice:  A  Likeness  to  Loving,  directed  by  Anne  Bogart  and  scheduled  for  April  1999.
